RECOMMENDATIONS AND REMARKS. 


. On December 1st, 1900, at the commencement of the 52d 
fiscal year, there were balances in the various funds to the 
amount of $109,974.81. During the past two years, receipts 
from all sources amounted to $1,087,102.28 and disburse- 
ments for the correspondent period to $948,626.96, leaving 
on hand as cash balances in the various funds, the sum of 
$248,449.63. 
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During the 52d and 58d fiscal years all claims within the 
appropriations made "were promptly paid and in addition 
thereto, the bonded debt has been reduced from $1,205,100.00 
to $1,122,200.00—a reduction of $82,900.00, as follows:

As provided by ies. ilis Territorial — on hand are de- 
posited in territorial depositories, of which there are nine at 
this time and which are entitled under their applications and 
bonds filed, to have on deposit $203,000.00. These banks 
now have on deposit the full amount of their applications, on 
which the Territory receives interest at the rate of 2 per 

cent per annum. 

The total tax levy for the 58d fiscal year ending November 
30th, 1902, was 14 29 mills. and the appropriations for the 
same year for general territorial purposes, $182,172.00. The 
appropriations for general territorial purposes for the 54th 
fiscal year—$177,872.00, a decrease of $4,800.00, and the ter- 
ritoriallevy reduced from 14.29 mills to 18.89 mills for the 
54th fiscal year.

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On May Ist, 1908, $101,800.00 casual deficit bonds become 
redeemable atthe option of the Territory. These bonds are 
dated May 1st, 1893, running thirty years and optional after 
ten years from date of bonds, bearing 5 per cent interest. 

That portion of Section 2, of Ghapter XO, of the Laws of 
1901, making it lawful for the territory to issue 4 per cent. 
bonds, to take up any outstanding bonds that may bear a 
higher rate of interest, when said bonds may have become 
redeemable at the option of the territory, restricts any ac- 
tion being taken prior to theexpiration of the optional period. 
In order to allow ample time to prepare and advertise the sale 
of the bonds, I would recommend that the section referred to 
be so amended as to give the Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Governor of the Territory, authority to dispose of the new 
general refunding bonds for cash at not less than par, at any 
time within three months, prior to the date at which any out- 
standing bonds become redeemable at the option of the terri- 


tory. 


DEPOSITORY BANKS. 


I respectfully call your attention to the present law govern- 
ing the class of securities required to begiven by the banks 
doing business in the territory, who may apply. to become a 
depository of territorial funds. Section 255 of the Compiled 
Laws of 1897, privides: ‘That any bankin this territory duly 
incorporated under the laws thereof or under the laws of the 
United States and having a paid up capital of not less than 
$50,000.00 shall have the right to become a depository of ter- 
ritorial moneys to an amount not exceeding 40 per cent. of its 
paid up capital stock, and such incorporated banks shall make, 
execute and deliver a bond to the territory in a penalty which 
shall not be less than double the amount which the said bank 
may be entitled to receive on deposit, etc. The sureties 
upon any such bond shall be bona fide residents of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico and shall be owners of unincumbered 
real estate within the territory, in value equal at least three 
times the penalty of such bond.’*. 

The late experience of the territory in the case of the sus- 
pended Taos County Bank leads me to believe that all banks 
applying for territorial moneys should furnish the territory 
such security or bond as could at once be realized upon pro-. 
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vided it became necessary. It would bea very difficult un- 
dertaking for the treasurer to attempt to keep informed as to 
the sufficiency of the sureties on the bonds given by the dif- 
ferent banks, and as there is good reason to believe that the 
territory will be able to continue to carry large deposits with 
the various territorial banks, it would surely cause no little 
embarrassment to the territory should an amount equal to 
that now on deposit with any oneof the authorized deposita- 
ries get tied up. This can be obviated and the territory se- 
cured from any possible loss by repealing the presentlaw 
and passing alaw making it compulsory that any bank ap- 
plying for à deposit of territorial moneys shall before receiv- 
ing such deposit execute and deliver to the territory a bond 
in some reliable surety or guaranty company, authorized to 
do business in this territory. Such bond to be in a penalty 
which shall be not less than double the amount applied for. 


TRAVELING AUDITOR. 


It was recommended to the Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth 
Legislative Assemblies that there be created the office of 
Traveling Auditor or Territorial Examiner, the duty of such 
officer to be the examination of the assessment rolls, tax 
lists, collector's and treasurer's accounts and territorial 
banks at stated or irregular intervals and establish and 
maintain a unifarm sysfem in each county for the keeping 
of records and accounts. The conditions as they exist today 
demand moreimperatively than ever, that such an office be 
created and it may be done without in the least working any 
hardship on any interest. As an economic measure this. 
method of systematizing the public business of the territory 
would increase the revenues very materially and result in a 
corresponding decrease in tax levies as wellas equalizing 
the values placed on property of the same class and value for 
taxation purposes over the territory. :
